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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on September 24, 2007. These drawings are not approved. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plastic material of the container 
body in the cross sectional views must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
See MPEP 608.02 depicting plastic as alternating thick and thin lines. No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 5 objected to because of the following informalities: there is no punctuation at the 
end of the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The structure of the closure is not clearly set forth in the claims. Are the plurality of 
projections in addition to the at least one projection previously set forth? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1-3, 5, 11-13, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hempel et al. (US 4,678,753). 

Hempel discloses a container of plastic mat earl (col. 5, lines 44-46) and having a 
closure and ring (a lower portion of 9) for holding the closure to the container. A disc with a 
sealing layer (since it seals to the container rim upon application thereto) is also seen in Fig. 2. 
The lower portion can be grasped and turned to remove the closure member (the upper portion 
of 9). The unnumbered portion to the left of reference character 12 in figure 2 is seen a 
projection having an upward extension and capable of removing the disc 8 as the closure is 
removed from the container. 

Wherein it is arguable the disc does not have a sealing layer, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the 
disc of a composite material as is known in the art to provide a sealing layer to the pierceable 
disc. 
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7. Claims 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hempel. 

Hempel discloses the claimed container except is silent regarding the projection being a 
plurality of projections. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to form the singular projection of Hempel as a plurality of projections, since 
it has been held that mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only 
routine skill in the art. St Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8. Doing so in the instant 
case would have been a substitution of a known element for another to obtain predictable 
results and save on material to form the closure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 4, 14, 16, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

10. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37 
C.F.R. 1.111, including: "The reply must present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions 
believed to render the claims, including any newly presented claims, patentable over any 
applied references.
